Clean sweep at 
Madoff mansion

PALM BEACH, Fla. Authorities have begun sweeping up some 
of the leftovers of disgraced financier Bernard Madoff ’s opu- 
lent Palm Beach lifestyle— including a mansion and vintage 
yacht— but it won’t go far repaying investors defrauded of 
billions. 

Barry Golden, a spokesman for the U.S. Marshals Service, 
said about five marshals arrived at the 8,753-square-foot, five- 
bedroom mansion late Wednesday afternoon, spending about 
three hours changing locks and conducting an inventory of the 
property, valued at more than $9 million last year. 

Earlier in the day. Golden said Madoff’s 55-foot yacht 
named “Bull” and a 24-foot motor boat were taken from 
marinas on Florida’s east coast. The yacht, a 1969 Rybovich, 
is worth $2.2 million. 

‘A lot of money was put into maintaining this boat,” Golden 
said. “This boat was extremely well kept, extremely clean. 
Engine compartment was spotless. It looked like somebody 
took a bottle of 409 and scrubbed it every day” 

Madoff, 70, is in jail in NewTbrk awaiting sentencing after 
he pleaded guilty to swindling billions from investors in what 
could be the biggest scam in Wall Street history He faces up 
to 150 years behind bars. 

Prosecutors are seizing as much as they can of Madoff’s per- 
sonal fortune, and have begun demanding millions from his 
relatives. Roughly 6,700 people have filed claims for a share of 
whatever is recovered. Thousands more are expected to come 
forward.

WASHINGTON New signs that the reces- 
sion could be nearing a bottom emerged 
Thursday, as factory orders were far bet- 
ter than expected and the Dow industri- 
als surged over 8,000 for the first time in 
two months. 

Still, the job situation remains grim. 
Traditionally, the labor market doesn’t 
pick up until well after a recovery has 
started. 

The monthly unemployment report 
due out Friday likely will be dismal, and 
new jobless claims reported Thursday 
were worse than expected. 

The Labor Department said initial 
claims for unemployment insurance 
rose to a seasonally adjusted 669,000 
from the previous week’s revised figure 
of 657,000. That total was above analysts’ 
expectations and the highest in more 
than 26 years, though the work force has 
grown by about half since then. 

Bank of America Chief Executive Ken 
Lewis also bolstered the financial mar- 


kets when he told CNBC that the reces- 
sion is “getting close to the bottom.” 

Still, economists said the jobless claims 
figures indicate that companies continue 
to lay off workers at a rapid pace. 

“Claims are typically one of the very 
first indicators to signal economic recov- 
ery and there is no sign of that in the data 
yet,” Ian Shepherdson, chief U.S. econo- 
mist at High Frequency Economics, 
wrote in a client note. 

As a proportion of the work force, the 
number of people on the jobless benefit 
rolls is the highest since May 1983. The 
four-week moving average of jobless 
claims, which smooths out weekly vola- 
tility, rose to 656,750, the highest since 
October 1982, when the economy was 
emerging from a steep recession. 

Employers are eliminating jobs and 
taking other cost-cutting measures to 
deal with sharp reductions in consumer 
and business spending. The current 
recession, now in its 17th month, is the 
longest since World War II.

Rod Blagojevich and five others were 
hit with a 19-count federal indictment 
alleging conspiracy, attempted 
extortion, wire fraud and more. 

Some of the ways prosecutors allege 
Blagojevich and his allies broke the law: 

» Directing billions of dollars in 
bond business to a company whose 
lobbyist secretly agreed to give them 
hundreds of thousands of dollars. 

» Having convicted developer Tony 
Rezko give the governor’s wife, Patti 
Blagojevich, tens of thousands of 
dollars in real estate fees and salaries 
that she didn’t really earn. 

» Arranging job interviews for Patti 
Blagojevich with financial institutions 
doing business with the state. When 
no jobs materialized, the governor 
allegedly said he didn’t want the 
companies to get any further state 
business. 

» Handing out a high-level state job in 
exchange for $50,000 in donations to 
Blagojevich’s campaign. 

» Threatening to withhold a $2 million 
state grant to a public school unless a 
U.S. congressman arranged a political 
fundraiser for Blagojevich. 

» Demanding a $50,000 donation 
from the head of Children’s Memorial 
Hospital in return for approving 
increased state support of children’s 
health care. 

» Extorting $100,000 in donations 
from two horse racing tracks and 
a racing executive in exchange for 
quick approval of legislation the 
tracks wanted. 

» Extorting $500,000 in donations 
from a construction-materials 
company and a company executive in 
return for action benefiting the road 
construction industry. 

» Scheming to get personal 
benefits, such as a Cabinet post or a 
lucrative union job, in exchange for 
Blagojevich’s decision on who would 
replace Barack Obama in the U.S. 
Senate. 

» Withholding state aid sought by the 
Tribune Co. unless the company fired 
critical editorial writers at the Chicago 
Tribune. 

» Discussing the possibility of getting 
U.S. Atty. Patrick Fitzgerald removed in 
an effort to block his investigation.

Agrand jury accused Rod Blagojevicli of liead- 
ing Illinois’ first family of corruption Thursday 
by indicting the former governor, his brother 
and former top aides on federal charges while 
naming his wife an unindicted co-conspirator 
in a vast criminal “enterprise” to defraud the 
public for personal gain. 

In a sweeping 19 -count federal indictment, 
prosecutors allege Blagojevich discussed with 
aides the possibility he could get a Cabinet 
post in the new president’s administration, 
substantial fundraising assistance or a high- 
paying job in exchange for the Senate seat. 


Prosecutors also charged Blagojevich, 52, 
and five members of his inner circle of plotting 
to line their pockets with millions of dollars 
in ill-gotten gains, squeezing contractors, hos- 
pital owners and others seeking state business 
for kickbacks they planned to split after the 
governor left office. 

“I’m saddened and hurt but I am not sur- 
prised by the indictment,” Blagojevich, who 
was in Walt Disney World with his family, said 
in a statement. “I am innocent. I now will fight 
in the courts to clear my name.” 

Federal prosecutors labeled what they called 
Blagojevich’s effort to profit— both personally 
and for his Friends of Blagojevich campaign 
fund— “The Blagojevich Enterprise.” 

“The primary purpose of the Blagojevich 
Enterprise was to exercise and preserve power 
over the government of the State of Illinois 


for the financial and political benefit of Rod 
Blagojevich ... and for the financial benefit of 
his family members and associates,” the indict- 
ment alleged. 

The indictment, which includes 16 felony 
charges against Blagojevich, alleges he told an 
aide he wanted to stall a $2 million state grant to 
a school championed by an unnamed congress- 
man until the lawmaker’s brother held apolitical 
fundraiser for the governor. He’s also accused 
of seeking to withhold state aid sought by the 
Tribune Co. unless the company fired critical 
editorial writers at the Chicago Tribune. 

In addition, Blagojevich was involved in 
a corrupt scheme to get a massive kickback 
in exchange for the refinancing of billions of 
dollars in state pension funds, according to the 
indictment. 

Convicted fixer Tony Rezko paid 
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FROM ARREST TO INDICTMENT 

Blagojevich was arrested Dec. 9 on 
a criminal complaint, and U.S. Atty. 

Patrick Fitzgerald had faced a Tuesday 
deadline to supplant it with an indictment 
handed up by a federal grand jury. The 
Democrat’s arrest led to his political 
downfall: The Illinois House impeached 
him Jan. 9. The Senate convicted him and 
removed him from office Jan. 29. 


Blagojevich’s wife, Patti, a $14,396 real estate 
commission “even though she had done no 
work” to earn it and later hired her at a salary 
of $12,000 a month plus another $40,000 
fee, the indictment said. 

Others charged were brother Robert 
Blagojevich; former chief of staff Alonzo 
Monk; onetime chief fundraiser Christopher 
Kelly; Springfield lobbyist-millionaire 
William Cellini; and another former chief 
of staff, John Harris. Prosecutors said Harris

“We were hoping that it wouldn’t happen 
but now we go to trial and win,” Blagojevich’s 
attorney, Michael Ettinger, said after the 
indictment. 

Rod Blagojevich was indicted on charges 
of racketeering conspiracy, wire fraud, extor- 
tion conspiracy and attempted extortion, 
and making false statements. Most of those 
charges carry a maximum sentence of 20 years 
in prison and a $250,000 fine. 

Prosecutors said certificates of deposit, 
letters of credit and assets held by banks in 
name of or on behalf of Friends of Blagojevich 
of at least $188,370 are subject to forfeiture. If 
the money can’t be found, Blagojevich might 
have to forfeit his Washington, D.C., apart- 
ment and his Ravenswood Manor home. 

Illinois lawmakers had considered strip- 


ping Blagojevich of his Senate-appointment 
powers after his arrest, but couldn’t agree on 
legislation. Blagojevich shocked everyone 
by naming former Illinois Atty Gen. Roland 
Burris to the seat Dec. 30. 

Rod Blagojevich’s administration has been 
under federal investigation for years, and Kelly 
and Rezko already have been convicted of fed- 
eral crimes and are awaiting sentencing. 

Rezko raised more than $i million in cam- 
paign contributions for Blagojevich and also 
was a major Obama fundraiser.

President Obama in the U.S. Senate. 

Robert Blagojevich now stands as 
the latest casualty of the ongoing probe 
into Blagojevich and his administration, 
an investigation that already has led to 
intense scrutiny of Patti Blagojevich 
damaged the careers of longtime friends 
and led to the convictions or indict- 
ments of fundraisers and advisers. 

Throughout much of his life. Rod 
Blagojevich has leaned on his “big broth- 
er,” as he continued to call him even into 
adulthood. Rod Blagojevich followed 
his brother to the University of Tampa 
before Rod Blagojevich transferred to 
Northwestern University 

But last summer, Robert Blagojevich 
assumed a greater role in his brother’s 
political life when he took over as 
chairman of Friends of Blagojevich and 
became the go-to guy for fundraising.

The CTAs Paulina Brown Line station is 
scheduled to reopen Friday after a year of 
being closed for construction to increase rider 
capacity, the agency announced Thursday. A 
new station house was built across the street 
from the old site and features two elevators. 
The old station was made into an alternative 
entrance for customer convenience.

OLYMPIC COMMITTEE ARRIVES TO LARGE PROTEST BY COPS 


The bridge looks good 

Just in time for the IOC’s visit to Chicago, new ornamental railings have been installed on 
one side of the Michigan Avenue Bridge. 

And, according to Tribune architecture critic Blair Kamin, they look wonderful, with 
a richly articulated, hub-and-spoke pattern that is far superior to the fence post look of 
the utilitarian railings they are replacing. 

The just-finished railings and a new sidewalk are on the west side of the bridge. Work 
on the east side is to start next week and to be completed in June, according to Brian 
Steele, a spokesman for the city’s Department of Transportation. 

The railings are based on the original 1920 design for the bridge by Chicago architect 
Edward Bennett.

Protests punctuated the arrival of interna- 
tional Olympic officials Thursday, the start 
of a six-day visit to size up the city and its 
bid for the 2016 Summer Games. 

Adding to the tensions as the 
International Olympic Committee 
evaluation commission members flew 
into O’Hare was the indictment of Rod 
Blagojevich— not the sort of image any 
city would be eager to cultivate. 

Chanting “no contract, no Olympics,” 
more than 1,000 off-duty Chicago police 
officers formed a picket line ringing City 
Hall in the late morning to demonstrate 
their anger over troubled labor negotia- 
tions with the Daley administration. 

At least two other protests also were 
planned during the visit. 

Asked about the prospect of protests 
during a news conference Wednesday, 
Mayor Daley said, “Everyone has the right 
to demonstrate. Let them demonstrate.” 
Independent observers say protests have 
become quite common when cities are pre- 
paring to bid for or host Olympic Games. 


The first IOC member to arrive at 
the Fairmont Chicago, headquarters for 
the visit, was Nawal El Moutawakel, the 
evaluation chairwoman, from Morocco, 
who was riding with Daley and Donna De 
Varona, a U.S. gold medalist in swimming. 

Mounir Sabet, from Egypt, arrived next 
and Alexander Popov, from Russia, was 
third, riding with Olympics expert Charlie 
Battle, a consultant to Chicago 2016. 

Chicago is the first stop on the evalu- 
ation committee’s itinerary It will visit 
Tokyo, Rio de Janeiro and Madrid, and the 
full IOC membership will select a host city 
from among the four finalists on Oct. 2. 


Police officers are angry that contract 
negotiations stretch on for years and that 
this year Daley pulled a pay raise offer off 
the table and made the move public.

Unified fare 
system for 
Chicago 
mass transit? 


Regional Transportation Authority offi- 
cials on Thursday outlined a timetable for 
modernizing fare collection and ticketing 
on buses and trains, including the possible 
introduction of a credit card-based, unified 
fare system as early as next year. 

The timetable is part of an overall set of 
goals to create a “seamless” regional transit 
system that would coordinate service, fare 
collection and technology between the 
CTA, Metra and Pace, officials said. 

For years, transportation experts and pas- 
sengers have complained of a lack of coor- 
dination between the three agencies. The 
goals are in line with legislation approved 
last year giving the RTA a stronger role in 
getting the agencies on the same track.

ENGLEWOOD, Colo. Jay Cutler got 
what he wanted Thursday: a ticket 
out of Denver. And the Bears have 
a franchise quarterback for the first 
time in decades. 

The Broncos announced Thursday 
that they had agreed to trade their 
disgruntled Pro Bowl passer to the 
Bears, whoVe gone through a bevy 
of quarterbacks without much suc- 
cess ever since Jim McMahon was 
calling plays in the 1980s. 

The Broncos will get quarterback 
Kyle Orton in return, along with two 
first-round draft picks and a third- 
rounder. 

The Broncos get the Bears’ top 
pick in this year’s draft, which is No. 
18 overall, and the Bears’ first-round 
draft pick in 2010 along with a third- 
round selection this year (No. 84 
overall). Denver also gave up a fifth- 
rounder this year. 

Although Cutler is 17-20 as a 
starter, he’s been victimized by dis- 
mal defenses in Denver, and he was 
an impressive 13 -i when the Broncos 
held opponents to 21 points or 
fewer. 

Last year. Cutler threw for a fran- 
chise-record 4,526 yards, 25 touch- 
downs and 18 interceptions. In his 
37-game career in Denver, he com- 
pleted 62.5 percent of his passes for 
9,024 yards, 54TDS and 37 intercep- 
tions. 

Also on Thursday, the Bears 
agreed to a three-year deal with free 
agent Orlando Pace, adding a seven- 
time Pro Bowl tackle to their offen- 
sive line. 

Orton threw for 2,972 yards while 
completing 272 of 465 passes and 
throwing more touchdowns (18) 
than interceptions (12) after beating 
out Rex Grossman for the starting 
job.

With all due respect 
to the people who run 
ultramarathons: %u’re 
cmzy. Then again, peo- 
ple think I’m crazy for 
running marathons. So 
take that “crazy” des- 
ignation with a grain 
of salt.

26.2 miles? Anyone can do that. 

A growing number of runners are embracing 
uitramarathons as the ultimate chailenge

Brian Gaines had barely finished his first 
marathon when he decided to push himself 
to the next limit. 

Three weeks after completing the 2006 
Chicago Marathon, Gaines nervously lined 
up for the 50 -kilometer (31-mile) Chicago 
Ultramarathon, hoping merely to finish. 

“I wanted to learn what I was capable of,” 
said Gaines, 36, a senior applications devel- 
oper who lives in Bartlett. 

Gaines not only was capable of finishing the 
50K (in 5:15:45), but he also said he enjoyed the 
ultramarathon’s more laid-back vibe. Since 
then, he has run a dozen more uitramara- 
thons— loosely defined as any race more than 
26.2 miles— including several 50-milers and a 
race to see how far he could run in 24 hours. 

The thought of running one toenail farther 
than a marathon might strike plenty of peo- 
ple as crazy, as if 26.2 miles isn’t hard enough. 
And, experts warn, such races can take a 
serious toll on the body without the proper 
training. But a growing number of runners 
are embracing uitramarathons as an ultimate 
challenge— and away to escape the explosive 
popularity of marathons in recent decades. 

About 200 runners have registered for 
Saturday’s Chicago Ultramarathon, a 50K 
that starts at Foster Avenue Beach and loops 
three times along the lakefront, race co-direc- 
tor Stuart Schulman said. 

In 2008, more than 17,000 people in the 
US. finished at least one ultramarathon, a 
20 percent jump from 2007, according to Tia 
Bodington, editor of UltraRunning magazine. 
Last year, 503 ultra races were held all over 
North America, the majority in California. 

“It’s kind of like the new frontier,” Bodington 
said. “So many people have done a marathon, it 
is like, what is next?” 

Gaines said his 24-hour race, held last year 
on a Wisconsin high school’s asphalt park- 
ing lot, was his toughest to date. Exhausted 
and hampered by severe blisters on his feet, 
Gaines took a couple of 20 -minute catnaps at 
the edge of the track before finishing the race 
in 72 miles, or 414 laps around the parking lot. 

“What I found is that if I keep moving on, 
whatever I’m feeling at the moment. I’ll get 
out of,” Gaines said. 

Chicago also hosts lakefront uitramara- 
thons in the fall— both a 50K and a 50-miler. 
They are popular for beginners because the 
course is flat, whereas many other trails are 
on more challenging terrain. 

Some runners say the slower pace and 
smaller crowds at uitramarathons make for a 
more enjoyable, friendlier experience. 

For Lakeview resident Cheryl Lenard, that 
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camaraderie proved crucial as she struggled 
through her first 50 -mile race last spring, at 
the Ice Age 50 in Wisconsin. 

Lenard started to feel dizzy at mile 32 and 
was stumbling through the woods when 
another runner stopped to help her. That 
runner turned out to be avid ultramarathon- 
er and fellow Chicagoan Adrian Belitu, who 
offered Lenard some sodium pills— the first 
time Lenard thought it wise to take pills from 
a stranger— and walked with her to the next 
aid station. Lenard ate some food and was 
able to finish the race in 10 hours, 8 minutes. 

“I slept for like a week,” said Lenard, 32, 
who had run 25 traditional marathons before 
taking on her first ultra. 

Ultramarathons take a fierce physical toll, 
even for people accustomed to marathons. 

“Each jump to the next level is more work 
on the body, and more work on the mind,” 
said Dr. Balu Natarajan, whose sports medi- 
cine practice is in Lincoln Park. 

With so much blood flowing to the muscles, 
there’s less blood going to internal organs, so 
it’s important to train properly so that your 
body gets used to it and learns to work effi- 
ciently, Natarajan said. Inadequate blood 
flow can lead to dizziness or bloody stool, or 
in extreme cases can cause part of the intes- 
tines to die or kidney failure, he said. 

Some ultramarathoners don’t eat enough 
to keep up with all the calories they burn, 
or they drink too much water, which dilutes 
their blood and leads to electrolyte and sodi- 
um imbalances, Natarajan said. Others suffer 
stress fractures in their feet, tendonitis or 
knee and hip problems. 

Ultramarathoners often say that their legs 
get them through the first half of a long race, 
and their minds get them through the rest. 

Belitu, the runner who helped Lenard in 
the woods, has run several 100 -mile races, and 
recently finished a 48-hour race in 161 miles. 
He trains at the East Bank Club, where you 
might find him on the treadmill for four hours, 
adjusting the incline to simulate mountains, or 
running 160 laps around the track for a 40-mile 
training run (it takes about six hours). 

Belitu, 35, a mortgage banker living in River 
North, said he has nodded off to sleep while 
running and has lost nine of his toenails in a 
single race. 

Yet his greatest challenges are yet to come. 
This year, Belitu has been invited to run in 
Badwater, a grueling, 135-mile race that starts 
in Death Valley in July, when the temperature 
can reach up to 130 degrees (he’s working the 
sauna into his training routine). 

While he’s at it, Belitu also hopes to com- 
plete Spartathlon, a 152-mile run between 
Athens and Sparta in Greece, and the Ultra

Trail Tour du Mont Blanc, a 103 -mile race 
winding through the Alps in Erance, Italy and 
Switzerland. 

Ultramarathoners are a different breed of 
people, said Ed Kelly of Evanston. 

Despite two heart surgeries, Kelly, 56, 
twice ran the Marathon DuSable, a punishing 
seven-day 155-mile run through the Western 
Sahara Desert in Morocco, where entrants are 
required to run with their full gear (sleeping 
bag, food, etc.) through sinking sand dunes 
and blinding snowstorms. 

Each time, Kelly has lost 15 pounds, and it 
takes five to six weeks to recover. Brutal, yes, 
but he couldn’t imagine another way of life. 

“If you have to ask why do you do it,” he said, 
“you don’t get it.” aelejalderuiz@tribune.com
